H ACKNEY has been 
awarded a share of 
£lOOmillion in Sport 
England funding to 
boost levels of exercise among 
some of the borough’s most 
inactive residents. 

Hackney will be one of 
12 areas nationally where 
Lottery funding will be used to 
work on a bold new approach 
to building healthier, more 
active communities. 

King’s Park ward, where the 
Hackney project will be targeted, 
is an area where health problems 
associated with inactivity, such as 
obesity, high blood pressure and 
diabetes, are higher than average. 


The scheme will focus on 
two areas within King’s Park - 
Clapton Park and Kingsmead 
estates - before rolling out what 
has been learned to the rest of 
the borough and, through Sport 
England, the rest of the country. 

The project will focus on 
breaking down the barriers 
that stop people being active, 
including poor transport, safety, 
cost and confidence. By working 
with residents and community 
organisations - such as Hackney 
Marsh Partnership, which 
supported the bid - the Council 
wants as many people as possible 
to experience the transformative 
effect of better fitness and health. 


The Council led the bid 
for the multi-million pound 
funding in partnership with 
the local NHS, London Sport, 
Sanctuary Housing and 
Greenwich Leisure Ltd. 

The Mayor of Hackney, Philip 
Glanville, said: “We already do 
so much to promote physical 
activity in Hackney, but it’s clear 
some people are still being left 
behind. That’s why we’re thrilled 
to have been selected by Sport 
England for this project, which 
we want to use to transform 
the lives of people who live in 
and around the east of the 
borough, where there are 
significant health inequalities.

T HE Council 

has announced 
proposals to form a 
new Schools Group 
aimed at boosting the 
continued improvements 
in Hackney’sveducation 
system. 

The group would be an 
independent body led by 
schools, but maintained 
by and accountable to the 
Council. Schools across 
the borough would work 
together formally to 
provide the leadership, 
challenge and support 
necessary to improve 
education in the borough. 

Full details of the role 
and responsibilities of the 
group will be co-produced 
with schools, which will 
lead the group, with 
oversight and support 
from the Council. 

It is thought that working 
in this way would provide 
schools with more financial 
security; help to promote 
the values of Hackney’s 
existing family of schools; 
and enable schools to 


work together and with 
the Council to promote 
continued improvement for 
all pupils. 

The Schools Group would 
be a legal entity with its own 
board, however individual 
schools would retain their 
own governing bodies 
and autonomy. 

The proposals are being 
considered in response to 
feedback from headteachers 
and governing bodies, 
concerned about the impact 
of Government education 
reform. It follows the 
‘Hackney Schools For 
Everyone’ consultation, 
which found that residents 
were concerned about 
forced academisation and 
selection based on academic 
ability and that they wanted 
the Council to retain its role 
in education. 

The idea will be discussed 
at a meeting of the Council’s 
Cabinet on 18 December. 

If it gets the go ahead, 
further discussions will 
take place with schools and 
governing bodies to gauge

idea, before they start 
working together to 
develop the proposal. 

These details will then be 
shared with residents, who 
will have the opportunity 
to find out more and share 
their thoughts. 

Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, Cllr Anntoinette 
Bramble, said: “I’m pleased 
to be able to share these 
initial proposals, which 
we think offer an exciting 
opportunity for our schools 
to formalise their working 
relationship and continue to 
improve outcomes for every 
child in the borough. 

“We want to find a 
way to maintain the 
continued improvement of 
educational performance 
and pupil outcomes, and 


help our schools to remain 
maintained and accountable 
to the local authority, so that 
we can continue to build on 
our success together. 

“If Cabinet approves 
the proposals, the Council 
will begin an intensive 
engagement programme, 
initially with headteachers 
and governors, and then 
with residents. This is a 
fantastic opportunity, and 
we want schools, parents 
and residents to play a role 
in shaping this important 
proposal for the future of 
education in Hackney.”

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Ridley Road has been home 
to a market in the heart of 
Dalston since the end of 1880s ^ 


DID YOU 
KNOW? 


I ’VE always been drawn 
to cities and within 
them, to markets 
specifically,” says 
artist Lucinda Rogers. 
Adding: “Whether it’s in 
Marrakech or Hackney, 
there’s something about 
markets that attracts me.” 

The artist and 
illustrator began 
drawing London 
from a rooftop in 
Spitalfields back in 
2001. Her latest work 
however, captures the 
characters and colours 
of Ridley Road Market. 

She explains: “I barely 
knew it when I began 
the project. But there 
was something about the 
atmosphere, something 
I couldn’t quite put my 
finger on, which I 
found fascinating.” 

For three months, 
she became a permanent 
fixture in the market, 
turning up every morning 
with her folding stool, 
drawing board, inks and 
watercolours. Drawing 
‘from eye to paper’. 

The resulting 
exhibition, entitled ‘On 
Gentrification’, manages 
to blend a journalistic style 
with a tender familiarity: 
brightly patterned textiles, 
goods and fruit and 
veg are rendered in 
simple lines, yet with 
astonishing vivacity. 

“I think there’s 
something fascinating 
about the way in which 
market stalls exhibit their 
wares. A market stall 
doesn’t have a window, 
like a shop. 

“There’s nothing 
between you and your 
stuff and the urban space. 
So the trader has to 
arrange their goods in a 
way that draws people in,” 
she says. 

As the exhibition’s 
title suggests, there is an 
element of nostalgia, too, 
in the market’s depiction. 

Rogers says: “Markets 
are, after all, the oldest 
form of trade. 

“When you’re getting 
your vegetables, you’re 
talking to the primary

seller, the person who is 
going to put your money 
in his pocket. 

“You are encouraged 
to interact. There’s 
communication and 
sociability in all directions. 


“In this age, where so 
much of life is spent online, 
that social function seems 
vitally important.” 

The ever-evolving 
nature and landscapes of 
cities is a favourite theme 


for Rogers. So when the 
gallery commissioned her 
to depict the changing 
landscape of London, 
Dalston seemed the perfect 
place to focus on. 

As well as the market, 
she also documented 57 
East, a new apartment 
block at one end of 
the market, to provide 
a contrasting sign of 
gentrification in the area. 

She says: “You can be 
too sentimental. 


“Every market trader 
is a small business owner, 
getting on with their job 
of making money, and 
perhaps trying to move 
on from the market and 
become a big business. 

“But in some ways, 
market traders are 
custodians, guarding a 
way of life, a community 
and an urban landscape 
that it threatened. 

“I watched the traders 
being so careful and 
considerate with 
their older customers, 
for example. 

“Markets are special 
places, and they deserve 
special consideration.” 

She is not quite free of 
the spell that Ridley Road 
cast over her. 

“I now want to do a 
radio programme about 
the music of the market, to 
deal with the senses that 
can’t be portrayed on the 
page,” she says. 

And Rogers is not the 
only artist contemplating 
the market’s evolution. 

Princess May primary 
school is just a 10-minute 
walk from Ridley Road. 

As part of outreach work 
related to the exhibition, 
youngsters - aided by 
Clapton artist Sion Ap 
Tomas - will create their 
own drawings of Ridley 
Road’s past, present 
and future. 

Ultimately, their 
illustrations - drawn 
from life, historical 
images and their own 
imaginations - will be 
collected into a booklet 
and distributed locally.

Grants to help switch to electric scooters or bikes 


A GRANT scheme to 
help delivery riders 
and businesses reduce 
pollution and save money 
has been launched in 
East London. 

The ‘Scooter Switch’ 
grant is available to delivery 
riders and businesses in 
Hackney, Tower Hamlets 
and Islington to help them 
purchase or lease an electric 


scooter or bike, thanks to 
funding from the Mayor of 
London’s air quality fund. 

A petrol delivery moped 
costs about £1,800 a year 
to run, insure and service. 

In comparison, an electric 
scooter costs around £670 
a year to maintain, and an 
electric bike even less, at 
approximately £400. 

The grant, introduced 


by the City Fringe Zero 
Emissions Network (ZEN), 
will also give £200 towards 
each electric scooter or 
e-bike, as long as they’re 
replacing existing petrol 
scooters. Applicants will 
also be able to test a scooter 
or e-bike out during a free, 
two-day trial. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 


Neighbourhoods, 
Transport and Parks, said: 
“By taking advantage 
of the grant, Hackney 
businesses will not only be 
able to reduce pollution, 
but they will also save 
money in the process.”

SIX Hackney schools have been highlighted in a guide to 
the UK’s top performing schools.

The start of ‘Sugar Smart 
Hackney’ was announced 
by Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care 
and Devolution, at an 
event in Urswick School 
last month. 

It aims to help people 
reduce excessive sugar 
consumption, which can 
lead to obesity and diabetes 
in adults and children. 

Cllr McShane said: 

“One in seven children 
is already obese when 
starting reception and this 


proportion almost doubles 
to one in four when they 
leave primary school. 

“Taking action to reduce 
sugar consumption at an 
early age is therefore vital 
to help prevent obesity and 
ensure good health.” 

Sugar Smart Hackney is 
organised by the Council 
and Hackney Food 
Partnership and jointly 
funded by the Council and 
Sustainable Food Cities. 

It is part of a national 
campaign being delivered 
by similar partnerships in 
cities and boroughs across 
the UK, led by Sustain and 
celebrity chef Jamie Oliver.

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Mortality rates drop at Homerton 


These stories were compiled with the help 
University Hospital, City & Hackney Cliniti 
Group & East London NHS Foundation Tri 
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HOMERTON hospital has one of the 
lowest death rates in the country, 
according to latest figures from 
the Health and Social Care 
Information Centre. 

It measured mortality rates across 
England, from October 2015 to 
September 2016. During this 
period, 538 people died in Homerton, out of over 43,000 
admissions. Across England, the average number of 
hospital deaths in the same period was 665. Homerton now 
has the sixth lowest mortality rate of England’s 136 hospital 
trusts, up from last year when it was placed 29th. 

Its ranking also takes into account all deaths that occur 
within 30 days of a patient being discharged from hospital, 
reflecting its care in the community, as well as on site. 

Trust Medical Director, Dr Martin Kuper, said: “This 
reduction in mortality is a tribute to all our staff at Homerton 
who have put a great deal of effort into improving our 
detection of and response to deteriorating patients.” 


0ver-55s have the sporting life 


A TEAM of over-55s from Hackney took on 800 
competitors at the 2017 Better Club Games; an Olympic- 
style annual event for older people, held at the Copper Box 
Arena, in Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park, last month. 
Finishing seventh overall, the team also secured second in 
short tennis, as well as third in dominoes and table tennis, 
at the event run by the Council’s leisure centre provider. 
Participants took part in sports including walking football, 
badminton, short tennis, table tennis, darts, short mat 
bowls, timed cycling, timed swimming, and dominoes. 
Olympian Fatima Whitbread opened the event. She said: 
“Everyone here obviously wants to do well and give it their 
best, but it’s also about the camaraderie.

• 250g butter (plus approx 30g to coat the tin) 

• 250g sugar 

• 250g self-raising flour 

(plus approx 50g to coat the tin) 

• 2 bananas, mashed 

• 5 eggs. 

Toffee sauce ingredients 

• 100g light brown sugar 

• 50g dark brown sugar 

(can use light brown sugar if needed) 

• 30g butter 

• 2 tbsp golden syrup 

• A few drops of vanilla extract 

• 125ml double cream or condensed milk. 

Method 

• Soften the butter in a large bowl by mixing 
with a wooden spoon or leaving to reach room

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
